LIGHTHOUSE ACTIVITY............. 


e USA-592. Look for the "Five Flags Amateur Radio Association" to activate the 
Pensacola, Florida, lighthouse on January Ist, as a special event, using the callsign 
W4UC. The Amateur Radio Lighthouse Society (ARLHS) says its research indicates that 
no Amateur Radio operations have ever been conducted from the Pensacola lighthouse 
which will mark its 143rd anniversary on New Year's Day. The Coast Guard and U.S. 
Navy restored the lighthouse and keeper's quarters in 1994. The special event station will 
operate from January Ist, 1400-1800z on 20 and 15 meters. Operation on 40 meters also 
is possible. Stations contacting W4UC at the lighthouse may receive a W4UC special 
event QSL card and a Pensacola Lighthouse history brochure in return for a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope to KC7DCW. 


OA, PERU. Ghis, OA/ON4CD, informs OPDX that he has been in Belgium for a two week 
break, but he will return to Peru on January 4th for a one month stay. He states that he has 
made more than 3000 QSOs from Peru, mainly on CW during his free time. His equipment 
there is a FT-100D (barefoot) with an ATAS mobile vertical antenna hooked on the roof. He is 
expected to be active on 80 meters with a dipole. He advises the ham community to be patient 
for the QSLs; they will be printed after he returns to Europe (February 2002).
